PENSIONS AMENDMENT ORDINANCE 


No. I) of 1927. 

An Ordinance to amend the Pensions Ordinance. 

1925, in certain particulars. 


|!E IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Pensions Amend¬ 
ment Ordinance, 1927; and the Pensions Ordinance, 1925, 
(hereinafter called the Principal Ordinance) and this Ordinance 
niiiv together be cited as the Pensions Ordinances, 1925-1927. 

2. In Section b of the Principal Ordinance the words “or 
under agreement” shall be added in paragraph (a) after the 
words “on probation”. 


,‘T The following proviso shall be added at the end of 
Section 12 of the Principal Ordinance:- 

(iii) Where the new office is that of Governor or 
High Commissioner of a British Dominion, Colony, or Protec¬ 
torate, or a territory under a British Mandate, or that Of Governor 
in India, the amount to be taken as the annual emoluments of 
such olfice for the purpose of this Section shall be determined 
hv the Secretary of State. 


i. In Section 12 (a) of the Principal Ordinance the word 
“office” shall be substituted for the word “officer”.
